The discussion on tho respective merita of
Professors Riche and MeBride, nominees for the
Principaship, was quite exeiting, the ehief
participants being Dr . W, Neblnger and
Mesere, Freebory, Mellanus, and others,

Dr. Nebmger sein thet the time had arcived
1o Inerewse the falary, und not to put in in-
competont wen.  He read at length un article
from Saturdoy Nigid, showing Mr. Rhoads’
entire want of quahiiestions tor the place. He
charged hiny with entice literary incompetency,
and =ald he was recommended, amone other
reasonsg, becanse he was on the same political
commitice 0l superintendence as Mo, Freeborn,
wlpu Wis, ne nl\\'u_\'ﬁ, gtriving in everyihine to
ruin the High Beliool. Every Migh Achool
gruduste knew what Freeborn was,

Mr. Freeborn depied that Mr. Rhoads was on
the commitiee. Dr. Nebinger read from the
oficial rules of the Republican City Executive
Committen to show that his statement was trne,
\mllmas the party haa wrongly printed their
rules,

Mr, Duily, of the Sixth Ward, nsked to read a
composition which had been handed in to Prof
RRhoads onenine different oceasions, and which
Mr, uhl!nllng}” vever detected.  Mr, Freeborn
objected to any evidence of this kind aguinst
Mr. Rhonds, and President Shippen promptly
choked off debate, A appenl was m[p-n from
the decislon of the chuir, und the decision was
not sustained,

Mr. Leviek, of the Twelith Ward, snid that he
had been a membor of the Committee oi  Inves-
tization, and belioved Mr. Rlioads to be cutirely
mecompetect, although he was n member of his
own party.
